SUPPLY BY BAIN AND SNOW. 


There ia without doubt au immense 


quantity of subterranean water in tins 
State, derived from some yet unknown 
ionrce. But not knowing how far thi 
will support the flow of an artssian we)! 
we have to takft into consideration the 
annual rainfall ot 10 incheii, which 
would give about 224,000 gallons capac- 
ity per day would therefore drain one 
acre of ground in one day, if the rain- 
fall were only on» inch. But as the 
fountain-head is always on that elevatac 
region, where the full of rain and snow 
is considerably heavier than in the flats 
we can surely say that we can draw on 
a 15-inch supply, of which of cours 
only the smaller part ent»rs the grouui 
and the artesian vein. As long as snoi 
and rain is fal'iug, the vein draws di 
rectly upon it as an open reservoir, sa 
for seven months in tho year and wi' 
for the remaining 150 days have to de 
pend on the water m the porous bed. ] 
is evident that the annual rainfall i 
more than sufficient for our purpose 
Our-valleys are always formed by two 
parallel chains of mountains, which give 


lie porous sheet the form of n basin, and 
by tapping it on the lowest point, we 


raw from two fountain-heads, .and pro- 
nre deuble fiow and height. 


BINBFIT TO THE STAT» . 


A very small rainfall in seasonable 


irnes and utilized to the best advantage, 
will suffice to make this country an agri- 
cultural State. .Th» porous stratum acts 
as equalizing reservoir. The surplus 
of wet months is distributed over the 
dry. The water, of so little use in the 
mountains, is transferred to better lands; 
reservoirs may be filled in the dead sea- 
son; dry areas will become productive; 
thousands of acres may be reclaimed; the 
climate will change in time; the popula- 
tion will increase, and the dying State 
will prosper again.
